The Foolishness of Preaching 

















to save them that believe.

the thought came to me, “preaching the word 

is foolishness. It is just foolishness to go to 
church and listen to the preacher talk about Jesus Christ. 
It is foolish to hand out gospel tracts to the passer-by 
as he goes about his daily routine of life. Working for 
God is all foolishness.” 

As I continued to think upon the Lord and His Word 
(the thought, preaching is foolishness, still with me), my 
soul began to stir within me. Yes, it is foolish to preach 
the gospel, but it is only foolishness to them which perish. 

The apostle Paul writing to the Church of God at 
Corinth says in 1 Corinthians 1:21, “For after that in the 
wisdom of God the world by wisdom knew not God, it 
pleased God by the foolishness of preaching to save them 
that believe.” God’s wisdom, which is foolishness to man, 
is the power of God unto salvation to all who believe in 
Jesus Christ. Man with all of his self-acquired knowledge 
is not able to reason or comprehend the wisdom of God 
which is the foolishness of preaching the gospel of His 
Son that whosoever believeth in Him should not perish 
but have everlasting life. It doesn’t take the wisdom of 
the wise (yet not wise but foolish) to be saved, but it 
does take a childlike faith in the shed blood of Jesus 
Christ. 

Men, women, boys, and girls of all ages, from all walks 
of life, have been saved by the preaching of the Word of 
God. Countless multitudes more could be saved tonight if 
they were not overlooking God’s simple plan of salvation 
for them. 

The word foolishness, as used by the apostle Paul, 
comes from the Greek word “mo-ru’ah” which means 
silliness, obsurdity, dull, stupid, or foolish. 

Paul was confronted during his ministry with the 
Jews because they would require miracles as evidence of 
God’s power. The Greeks were philosophers who accepted 
only that which could be reasoned out as truth. Paul de- 
clared unto them that Christ who was crucified was 
God’s power and wisdom. “For the preaching of the cross 
is to them that perish foolishness; but unto us which are 
saved it is the power of God. Where is the wise? where 
is the scribe where is the disputer of this world? hath 
not God made foolish the wisdom of this world? Because 
the foolishness of God is wiser than men; and the weak- 
ness of God is stronger than men. But God hath chosen 
the foolish things of the world to confound the wise; and 

od hath chosen the weak things of the world to con- 
found the things which are mighty. And base things of 


wil S I WAS MEDITATING upon the Word of God, 
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the world, and things which are despised, hath God 
chosen, yes, and things which are not, to bring to naught 
things that are: That no flesh should glory in his pres- 
ence. But of him are ye in Christ Jesus, who of God is 
made unto us wisdom, and righteousness, and sanctifica- 
tion, and redemption: That, according as it is written, 
He that glorieth, let him glory in the Lord,” 1 Corinthians 
1:18, 20, 25, 27-31. 

To the child of God preaching is wisdom, but to the 
unbeliever it is foolishness by which he will perish. God 
knew just what it would take to bring fallen man back 
to Him. The law could not save us, because it was our 
schoolmaster to bring us to Christ. Christ’s sacrificial 
death was God’s only solution. The only way for fallen 
man to successfully know of God’s plan was for man to 
be continually reminded of his lost condition, and of 
God’s love to save him. 

Friend of mine, how are you going to be saved from 
the penalty of your sin? The only way for you to be 
saved from the wrath of God’s judgment is through 
your faith in the shed blood of Jesus Christ which He 
shed for you that you may be set free from the penal- 
ty of sin. “Neither is there salvation in any other: for 
there is none other name under heaven given among 
men, whereby we must be saved,” Acts 4:12. “For by 
grace are ye saved through faith; and that not of your- 
selves: it is the gift of God: not of works, lest any man 
should boast,” Ephesians 2:8, 9. “So then faith cometh 
by hearing, and hearing by the word of God,” Romans 
10:17. 

“How then shall they call on him in whom they have 
not believed? and how shall they hear without a preach- 
er?” Romans 10:14. 

The Old and the New Testament bears out the fact 
that God’s preaching brought results. Jonah cried, “Yet 
forty days, and Nineveh shall be overthrown. So the peo- 
ple of Nineveh believed God, and proclaimed a fast, and 
put on sackcloth, from the greatest of them even to the 
least of them,” Jonah 3:4, 5. 

Ezekiel prophesied as he was commanded, and as he 
prophesied, “there was a noise, and behold a shaking, and 
the bones came together, bone to his bone.” When Ezekiel 
looked, “behold the sinews and the flesh came up upon 
them, and the skin covered them above: but there was no 
breath in them.” The Lord said unto Ezekiel, “Prophesy 
unto the wind, prophesy, son of man, and say to the

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THE SOUL’S 
ANCHOR

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Hebrews 6:19, “Which hope we have as an anchor of 
the soul, both sure and steadfast, and which entereth into 
that within the veil.” 


sumably by the apostle Paul, is one of the most 

interesting and refreshing epistles of the entire 
New Testament. It throbs with hope, pulsates with ex- 
pectancy, effervesces with ecstasy, and scintillates with 
rapturous delight. Adam Clarke, one of the most pro- 
found Bible commentators, described it as “by far the 
most important and useful of all the apostolic writings; 
all the doctrines of the gospel are in it embodied, illus- 
trated, and enforced in a manner the most lucid, by ref- 
erences the most cogent and convincing.” Where is the 
student of the Scriptures who would not readily and 
wholeheartedly concur in his opinion? The epistle is not 
easy to outline, for it appears the translators have some- 
how placed the chapters in the wrong places, often break- 
ing the continuity of thought, thus confusing the reader. 
But there is no epistle that more gloriously exalts the 
Christ than does this one to the Hebrews. It fairly thun- 
ders forth the sublime truths concerning the character 
and attributes of the Christ. It asserts that He is, not 
only the Son of God, but also goes on to prove irrefutably 
that He is higher in authority than the very angels, 
greater than the prophet Moses, chief of prophets, in- 
finitely above Aaron, who stood head and shoulders above 
all priests, and, in fact, He is “greater than ALL!” 


The epistle moves on to affirm and prove undeniably 
that Jesus is a Priest of the highest order, after the order 
of Melchisedec, and that He is worthy of all praise, even 
the extolment of the loftiest order of angelic beings. After 
having set Christ, as it were, upon His rightful throne 
as Lord over all, the writer of the epistle apparently at- 
tempts to take the reader by the hand and to draw him 
nigh to Him, endeavoring to diminish our fears by stat- 
ing that “Seeing then that we have a great high priest, 
that is passed into the heavens, Jesus the Son of God, let 
us hold fast our profession. For we have not a high priest 
which cannot be touched with the feeling of our infirm- 
ities; but was in all points tempted like as we are, yet

without sin. Let us therefore come boldly unto the throne - 


of grace, that we may obtain mercy, and find grace to 
help in time of need,” Hebrews 4:14-16. 


In the sixth chapter of Hebrews, the Apostle exhorts the 
believer to be steadfast in the faith. He promises that 
“God is not unrighteous to forget your work and labor of 
love.” Waxing both fervent and eloquent, he exclaimed, 
in essence, “Did not God make a promise to Abraham, 
saying, ‘Surely blessing I will bless thee, and multiplying 
I will multiply thee.’” But was such promise fulfilled im- 
mediately? Did the fulfillment follow closely on the heels 
of the promise itself? Does God get in a hurry? I tell you, 
“Nay!” But rather, “... after he had patiently endured, 
he obtained the promise!” In Hebrews 6:17, 18 we find 
God swearing by Himself, even to the taking of an oath, 
that He will fulfill His promises to every trusting child 
of the kingdom. When God takes an oath, it becomes to 
us a “strong consolation”; we are just as secure resting 
in His promise as was the accused soul which fled to the 
cities of refuge in the days of old. Nothing can touch us; 
nothing can molest us; nothing can lay its destructi 
hand upon us, for “we are hid with Christ in God!” Be: 
conscious of such security, we cannot be deterred, dis- 
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couraged, nor impeded on our march toward Zion! 


“And now,” cries the Apostle, “why should we fret, 
ume, and fear? We have this hope of deliverance as an 
@:= of the soul that holds us securely, yea, far above 
e waves of despair and defeat!” Could there be a more 
appropriate hour for ministers of this precious gospel to 
herald forth a similar assurance? Was there ever an age 
in the world’s history when the human family was so 
unnerved as it is today? The palsied hands of fear have 
gripped the entire earth and are shaking it vigorously. 
We earthlings have become afraid of everything around 
us. We’re afraid of war, with its devastation, and right- 
ly so. We’re afraid of annihilation as the result of the 
woeful invention of monstrous weapons of warfare. We 
even fear one another! Have not the seeds of distruct 
been sown even in the hearts of some of our closest 
friends? Have not some of our most intimate acquaint- 
ances gradually drifted away from our bosoms without 
apparent cause? 


IN THIS EPISTLE the Apostle pictured the 
children of God as mariners on a vessel striving with all 
her might to plow through a seething, boiling, tempestu- 
ous sea to obtain the eternal, heavenly harbor. The old 
ship came near the port, but the storm was still raging, 
the water getting more shallow, so the vessel had to “lay 
to” until the winds had ceased their fierce attack. Some- 
thing had to be done, else the ship would founder on 
the rocks or be forced out to sea again with the awful 
gale. So the Captain ordered the crew to “heave out the 
sheet anchor,” which was taken to the pier-head by the 
use of the ship’s small boat. Then the ship, “swinging at 
the length of her cable, rode out the storm,” knowing full 
well that the danger was past, even though the winds 
were still screaming around her old prow and whistling 
through the cabin—the anchor had bitten into solid 
ground and all was well! Those aboard the vessel could 
go on about their duties and calmly wait for the storm 
to dissipate, for as long as their anchor held, they were 
as safe as though they were already in the habor and 
moored to the dock. 

Thus it is with the child of God. We have been given a 
blessed, anchoring hope that is carried by the little boat 
of “faith” through the mists, the clouds, and the fog of 
this world beyond the veil into the heavenly, and, know- 
ing full well the anchor has bitten into the soil of heav- 
en, we ride out the storms of this earthly voyage, and 
confident and serene, we go on about our multifarious 
tasks aboard the old ship of Zion! We are just as safe 
aboard this pitching vessel with our anchor of HOPE 
thrown across the river of Jordan as though we had al- 
ready reached heaven! We must not tremblingly lean over 
the sides of the ship and watch the leaping waves as they 
dash madly against each other, pitching their foam into 
the sky; neither must we count the blinding flashes of 
forked lightning or the frightening reverberations of 
thunder that roll through the black heavens. Let the 
storm rage, we have a job to do aboard the vessel—we 
must perform our duty in spite of all hindrances and all 
opposing circumstances! 

The analogy drawn between the “anchor” and “hope” 
appears quite frequently in the ancient writings of men 
who have long since returned to dust. It was the great 

crates who said, “To ground hope on a false supposi- 

Co: is like trusting to a weak anchor,” and, “A ship 
ought not to trust to one anchor, nor life to one hope!” 
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The logic of the comparison is immediately discernible. 
In simpler terms, he is saying, “What the anchor is to the 
ship, hope is to life.” The Christian has found this to be 
true, “for every man that hath this hope in him puri- 
fieth himself, even as HE is pure!” Hope spurs the Chris- 
tian on! It is hope of getting home that drives the weary, 
plodding traveler on; it is hope of victory that strength- 
ens the drooping arms of the fighting soldier; it is the 
hope of reward that infuses energy into the tired body 
of the laborer; and by the same token, it is hope of eter- 
nal life with Christ our Saviour and the redeemed of all 
ages that prods the Christian pilgrim on! We would 
founder immediately as broken hulks on the rocks of de- 
spair were it not for the immutability of God’s precious 
promises and our hope of their fulfillment. 


IT IS HOPE that anchors the soul in the 
hour of mental distress. There is enough, indeed, going 
on in this world today to drive the sanest man berserk, 
had he not someting with which to calm himself. We 
hear of “wars and rumors of wars,” of nation dashing 
against nation, of governments clashing in heated de- 
bate, of statesmen squabbling and cursing one another, of 
empires rising and falling, of our leaders becoming jittery 
and unsure of our country’s security, and what can be 
expected of us but to become alarmed? When the men of 
mental might predict nothing but darkness for tomor- 
row, how else are we to react but to despair? When war 
clouds are gathering above even the very roofs of our 
humble dwellings and scientists are confessing that such 
clouds will burst any moment to rain crimson drops of 
gore into the streets of our home town—a town that has 
never known violence—can we retain composure? Where 
is the fool that would rejoice at the thought of his son 
marching off to another bloody holocaust and possibly 
becoming carrion for the vultures that circle above the 
battlefields? As fathers, we have a right to become deep- 
ly agitated, yea, to become furious! 


Have you not noticed sprawled across the front pages of 
your daily newspapers the pictures of perplexed, dement- 
ed persons perched high on some church steeple or in 
some other precarious position threatening to leap from 
their dizzy height out into eternity and, they think, away 
from it all? Police and friends plead with them to stop 
their madness and to scamper down to safety and sanity. 
They expostulate with them, often futilely so, endeavor- 
ing to enlighten them as to the unreasonableness of 
suicide. Should they take their own lives, they would be 
leaping only into greater condemnation, for they would 
leap straight into the presence of God to be judged with 
their own blood dripping from their hands! What prompt- 
ed such nonsensical actions? Simply this—they are men- 
tally distressed! ‘“Men’s hearts are failing them for look- 
ing after those things which are coming upon the 
earth!” Just yesterday the writer received the appalling 
tidings that there are 650,000 mentally sick patients in 
our institutions across the nation. One out of every two 
beds is occupied by a person in need of mental healing! 
Every three minutes the hospital door opens to admit an- 
other insane patient! It is little wonder that headache 
pills and tablets are being sold at such phenomenal 
quantities and that asylums are crowded to their utmost 
capacity, with idiots rapping at the doors day and night 
seeking admission and treatment. Psychiatrists are work- 
ing overtime in the endless effort to adjust the discon- 
certed, warped brains! Yes, the head of this old world is 
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aching, throbbing, pounding with the pangs of iniquity! 


“But, preacher,” one cries, “would you be so cruel as to 
reveal these sordid truths without giving us some sort of 
panacea? Have we no hope at all? To whom shall we turn 
in this hour of distress?” Here, timorous soul, is the an- 
swer: Even now the Master is standing at the very battle- 
ments of heaven and stretching His scarred hands over 
the face of the globe, crying, “Come unto me, all ye that 
labor and are heavy laden, and I will give thee rest!” It 
is He alone who can speak peace to the angry, leaping, 
frothing waves of trouble and disquietude that splash 
through your tortured brain! Just as He calmed the 
screaming tempests and flying foam of Gennesaret, so 
will He send peace and tranquillity stealing over your 
restless, feverish mind, if you but dare to call upon Him 
in faith believing. It is this blessed hope that holds fast 
the Christian in life’s dark days—“Christ in you, the hope 
of glory!” 

Then, again, it is hope that anchors the soul in the 
times of physical distress. Every mortal will experience this 
ordeal at one time or another. You may be a strong-bodied 
youth with bulging biceps and rippling muscles, and, con- 
sequently, be completely disinterested in reading a ser- 
mon dealing with physical infirmities, but, wait, young 
man, you, too, will trudge this valley of experience. That 
being true, you will need to have the remedy close at 
hand when the affliction strikes! Lift up your eyes and 
look about you. Every clinic, every doctor’s office, every 
hospital, every house of mercy is overflowing with pa- 
tients requiring medical and surgical attention. Affliction 
and disease are ubiquitous! Nurses are flying, physicians 
are racing, and pastors are rushing even through the 
night hours to answer the pathetic pleas of suffering. 
What means it? The world is sick—its old body is plagued 
with sin, and its inhabitants have caught the dread con- 
tagion! 

It is comforting to remember that the ANCHOR holds 
in the time of soul anguish. The sufferings of the soul 
are far more dreadful and more to be feared than the 
mere pains that dart through this old fleshly tabernacle. 
The many things that bring sorrow and grief to the soul 
are of abstract nature, and, being such, are untouchable, 
making them more deadly. Were they tangible, we might 
grapple with them and with a desperate clutch strangle 

_ their life, thus overpowering our Tempter, but such is 
impossible! Their elusiveness is their most powerful weap- 
on against us. For example, it is the devil’s delight to dig 
pitfalls of temptation for the unwary feet of the pil- 
grims. 

Many have been the glad recipients of this blessed 
grace, and it appeared as though they were destined for 
the eternal harbor, but somehow they failed in their at- 
tempt. Legions have been shipwrecked in the choppy wa- 
ters of trial. They were pitched about mercilessly and 
the blistering winds scorched the prow of their old vessel. 
They became so terribly engrossed in fighting the winds 
and waves they forgot to throw out the anchor of hope! 
When the dazzling allurement came at them, they, in a 
heated moment, thought on this order: “It is indeed a 
pretty thing and much to be desired, but it is wrong for 
me! What shall I do? I could resist, I suppose, but is that 
a wise thing to do? Have not others been tempted along 
the same path as I? Did they not succumb to its power? 
Oh, well, I suppose I have fallen from grace already to 
even be thinking such thoughts as these, so HERE GOES!” 
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Then, abandoning the helm of their self-control, they 
surrendered themselves to the opposing winds and were 
soon cast upon the shore as a human wreck. 


IT IS HOPE of deliverance, my brother, th 
enables us to endure these conflicts. It is HOPE of ulti- 
mate victory that sends the courageous blood of the sol- 
dier boiling through his veins, infusing superhuman 
strength into his drooping arms! It is the thought of get- 
ting home and of being reunited with his loved ones that 
drives the warrior on through bloody trenches and fro- 
zen rivers. The very dream of embracing his lover to his 
scarred bosom and of pressing his aching lips against the 
soft, warm, welcoming lips of his spouse prevents any 
rash moves, as well as any cowardice on his part! He 
collects his senses and controls his emotions with his 
HOPE of getting home and of ending the struggle! Just 
as the expectant mother watches her every step, sticks 
tenaciously to a rigid diet, and lives every moment of 
her time in glorious expectancy for the hour of deliver- 
ance of her precious burden, so we, with the hope of glo- 
ry within our bosoms, guard closely that holy thing, and 
all our lives are lost in protecting it. 

So it is with the children of God. We expect trial and 
temptation, for the Master has promised that we shall 
have them, and His promises are sure. He has said, “In 
the world ye shall have tribulation; but be of good cheer, 
I have overcome the world!” Yet, the same Lips that 
promised tribulation promised also grace to overcome. 
The same Hand that leads you into temptation is the 
Hand that is able and ready to deliver! Blessed be God, 
He has promised “My grace is sufficient!” Knowing full 
well that victory cannot be obtained without a battle be- 
ing won, fully cognizant of the truth that for every prob- 
lem there is a promise and for every struggle sufficient 
strength provided, and ever mindful of the fact that 
each mansion in glory is occupied by a soldier who came 
off the field of the world scarred and weary and thinking 
himself an utter failure, yet “more than conqueror,” 
what have I to do but to “hold fast the promise’? 

We cannot lose—the Lord is on our side! When we 
think the battle lost, heaven will provide reinforcements 
that will hurl our enemies into everlasting defeat! What 
fear I then? This HOPE of attaining heaven, of clasping 
my loved ones to my heart in loving embrace, of moving 
from this valley of tears to a rolling hill in glory, of 
leaving this crumbling, gasping tabernacle of flesh for a 
heavenly body, of being evicted from this old house by 
the cruel hand of death, and of being escorted down the 
streets of that celestial city by the Lord Himself and di- 
rected to my new home—ah, brother, this is worth fight- 
ing for. This is enough to make me resist the enemy with 
ALL my strength, yea, this makes me willing to pay any 
price, to suffer any privation necessary, and to make any 
and all sacrifices! Oh, blessed thought—God’s people are 
destined to rule this old world yet! He has big plans for 
His children. Their feet shall yet climb the stairs to a 
throne; their hands shall let go the sword and shall 
grasp a scepter; and their voices shall one day cease their 
agonizings and pleadings and tearful solicitations with 
this wayward world, and shall rather speak decrees and 
mandates to govern the earth’s inhabitants, “for if we 
suffer with him, we shall also reign with him!”

May God bless them, and it is our opinion that 
by camp meeting time they will far surpass the above- 
stated figure.

With an open mind study the books of John and Acts, 
and as you earnestly seek His face, ask Him to remove 
from your heart any unbelief that may exist. Our fear of 
the miraculous may be robbing us of the great spiritual 
awakening for which we are interceding. 

A heartfelt longing for spiritual power seems to be 
Sweeping across the United States and around the world. 
I have seen it on two continents. In the face of growing 
Church activity, a burgeoning missionary movement and 
city-wide evangelistic meetings that dwarf anything we 
have seen before, a deep-seated longing for more evidence 
of the power of God exists. 

Without doubt, we have more Bible teachers, evange- 
lists, radio speakers, and missionaries than ever before in 
the world’s history. Numerically, we are presenting the 
claims of the gospel of Jesus Christ to more people than 
have ever heard it before at any one time. 

Yet, the power of God—as it has been demonstrated 
in other ages—is lacking. 

Like many other men and women, I am fearful for the 
outcome of this civilization. I have thought and prayed 
much about the lack of the power of God. 

As an ordained Baptist minister and one who has 
frowned upon emotionalism in the testimony of the 
Church, I must admit I am puzzled. My bewilderment 
comes from the realization that there is a possibility that 
I, together with evangelical Christians as a whole, am to 
blame for this lack of power of God being manifested 
today. The question I ask myself and others is this, “Are 
we failing to see the power of God demonstrated for the 
simple reason that we are afraid of its manifestations?” 


UP TO THIS TIME, I have assumed that the 
miracles, as recorded in the book of Acts, were not for 
our day. By what sort of twist of theology I managed 
this, I do not know. All I know is that I have not been

alone in my assumption. Except for the Pentecostal move- 
ment, the entire evangelical Christian world today has 
been virtually unanimous in this same assumption. I am 
not now saying we have been wrong, but I am simply 
asking the question “Are we sure—absolutely sure—that 
we are right?” 

“Jesus Christ the same yesterday, and today, and for 
ever.” Have you ever said these words? Have you ever 
stood in the pulpit facing a congregation of believers and 
with great, passionate emphasis declared to your listeners 
that “Jesus Christ is the same yesterday and today and 
forever?” What about the scripture “I am the Lord, I 
change not’? Malachi 3:6. It was these scriptures that 
first led me to search my own heart and mind. 

If you had asked me whether or not I believed in mira- 
cles, my answer would have been a simple and positive, 
“Certainly!” If you had pressed me further as to whether 
or not I believed in miracles today, my answer would 
have been an equally simple and certain, “Absolutely 
not!” At the same time, I would have had to admit that 
I had seen miracles take place. 

George Osborn, well known by me, was for years a pa- 
tient at Ancoates Hospital, Manchester, England. He was 
finally discharged as beyond cure in the final stages of 
rheumatoid arthritis. Physicians had told his wife he 
had six months to live. 

Shortly afterward, an evangelistic team from the Meth- 
odist Cliff College came to Oldham, Lancashire, where 
Osborn, then as helpless as a baby, lay in bed at home. 
The power of God began to work in the tent where the 
evangelistic meetings were being held. Outstanding con- 
versions took place, and it was reported that some people 
had been healed of various types of illness. 

Stirred by these latter reports, Osborn’s wife got the 
help of neighbors, borrowed an invalid’s chair, and 
wheeled her husband to the tent. After the meeting was 
over, she told the young men that she wanted them to 
pray for the healing of her husband. Somewhat taken 
aback by the request, they first went aside to pray by 
themselves. Returning, they stood around the wheel chair, 
laid their hands on the doomed man, and called upon 
God to raise him. 

At the close of the prayer, the invalid, leaping from his 
chair and running wildly about the room, shouted and 
praised God. In spite of efforts to restrain him, pushing

his own wheel chair, he led his wife and party of friends 
back home. 

Then, there was the incident that happened in my own 
church in Birmingham, England. Miss May Toladay had 
been born with defective eyesight. At the age of seven, 
she underwent an operation and had the left eye re- 
moved as a desperate gamble to keep the sight of the 
right eye. The gamble failed. When this incident oc- 
curred, about which I am to tell, she had been blind for 
twenty-five years without the slightest hope of ever be- 
ing able to see again. 

Although not a Christian when she first began to at- 
tend the Ward End Baptist Church of Birmingham, where 
I had pastored for the past thirteen years, within a year 
she had accepted Christ as Saviour. She was much loved 
in the church. She was never without a group of young 
people to escort her about. 

One night she came to me, “Pastor, please pray for me. 
I feel so ill, and I am tired of going to the doctor.” I 
could not talk further with her, because it was time for 
prayer meeting to begin. After my usual short exposition, 
the meeting was opened for congregational prayer. While 
we prayed, the Lord spoke to me, and I said to the peo- 
ple, “May has asked our prayers for her weak, sick body. 
While Deacon Brother Atkins and I anoint her and lay 
our hands upon her, will you pray that God will deliver 
her of this sickness?” 

Hardly realizing what I was doing, I found myself, not 
only praying for her sick body, but also actually asking 
the Lord to give this blind woman her sight. For a mo- 
ment I was frightened at what I had done. Then in a 
loud voice I cried to the Lord and said, “Lord, thou art 
the same yesterday and today and forever. Thou art the 
unchangeable Christ, everlastingly the same. In the name 
of Jesus, our Saviour, heal this sickly woman. And, Lord, 
please give her sight so that she may see our faces, for 
we love her so.” 

Nothing unusual happened. The prayer meeting was 
dismissed. May, as usual, was escorted home by some of 
the young people of the church. Two nights later, May 
was in church again for our usual Saturday night meet- 
ing. She was still blind. Half an hour later, however, as 
the meeting was in full progress, May suddenly jumped 
to her feet. Excitedly she shouted, “Pastor, Pastor, I can 
see!” 

Since that night in August, 1947, till today, she has 
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continued to see. 

In both of the cases, a complete healing had been ef- 
fected. In both cases, too, the attending physicians were 
willing to admit that a miracle had taken place. 

Yet, only now as I begin to see the tremendous implica- 
tions of these miracles am I able to face squarely the 
matter of miracles for our day. 


COULD IT BE TIME for us to lay aside our 
honest prejudices and seek a new guidance from God re- 
lating to such a ministry? Is it possible for our leaders 
in the fundamental and evangelical Christian world to 
get together and, under God’s guidance, seek an answer 
to this great question? 

I am well aware of the fact that many excesses have 
been perpetrated in the name of “divine healing.” Much 
harm has been done to the cause of Jesus Christ by so- 
called “healers” who have blasphemed the very name of 
Jesus Christ for personal profit. We want none of these. 

On the other hand, if we are disbelieving God, we have 
much for which we must answer. For if God wants to 
work miracles in our age and we are resisting Him, then 
we are in much the same position as were the Pharisees 
of the first century. 

These words of Gamaliel might well echo down the 
corridoes of time to us, “. . . If this counsel cr this work 
be of men, it will come to nought: but if it be of God, 
ye cannot overthrow it; lest haply ye be found even to 
fight against God.” 

I deplore the extravagances of many. And, without 
doubt, the conduct of some well-intentioned people has 
brought the whole question of miracles and the practice 
of divine healing into disrepute. 

Nevertheless, God will not accept this as my excuse. I 
shall be faced with the awful charge of unbelief. “I could 
not because ye would not.” If this is true of me, then I 
must never again say that I believe in an unchangeable 
God nor dare to say that Jesus Christ is the same yes- 
terday and today and forever. 

In 1904 a great revival swept through my little country 
of Wales. Tens of thousands of my countrymen entered 
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the kingdom of God. Churches and chapels were packed 
and remained so for the next ten years until World War I 
broke to shatter our spiritual life. 

The astounding fact, however, is that despite the 
sweeping revival that shook Wales, less than a score of 
miles away, England remained untouched and unmoved. 
Not even her border counties experienced spiritual awak- 
ening. 

Why? Simply because the people of God in England 
did not believe. They wrote off the revival as nothing 
more than sheer emotionalism. Some laughed; others 
ridiculed; none believed. 

In the first century the Holy Spirit performed miracles 
through believers. As a result many received Christ as 
Saviour. In the days of the Welsh revival, as well as in 
all great outpourings of spiritual blessing, there have 
been visible demonstrations of the power of God which 
have turned many to Christ. 

Yet, today we, who claim to be doing the will and 
work of God, are fearful of the miraculous. Because we 
have seen some extravagances and demonstrations of the 
flesh, we have turned in disgust from the entire idea of 
miracles. In doing so, there appears to me to be a strong 
possibility that we may have robbed ourselves of the 
great spiritual awakening of this age for which we all 
are praying. Don’t misunderstand me; I am not now sug- 
gesting a sudden clamor for miracles, nor am I sug- 
gesting that we launch a series of healing meetings. 
Rather, I would ask for sober study of the books of John 
and Acts on the part of all believers. At the same time, 
let us frequently remind ourselves of the scripture “Jesus 
Christ the same yesterday, and today, and for ever,” 
Hebrews 13:8. 

As we earnestly seek His face, let us ask Him to re- 
move from our hearts whatever unbelief may exist. Let 
us seek to end that terrible possibility that He does not 
because we will not. Instead, let us arise and shout that 
He can because we will.—Christian Life, From The Evi-

booming metropolises to view the palatial homes of the 
wealthy. Oh, what ravishing beauty! They had their 
sprawling mansions surrounded with well-trimmed 
shrubbery, rolling lawns, flower gardens, sparkling foun- 
tains, towering trees, sleek limousines, and, well, every- 
thing that goes to make up an estate of the “upper 
class.” The farther I drove and the more my eyes beheld, 
the worse I felt. Envy crept into my heart as I thought 
of those living behind those gilded walls, and wallowing 
in such lavish luxury. I began to compare my lot with 
theirs—what folly! I imagined a man my same age with 
his home and many other assets. I could envision even 
his lovely wife draped in luxurious furs and his children 
with all the comforts that are concomitant with riches— 
gaiety, carefreeness, recklessness, the best of clothes, the 
most costly foods, private tutors, and security for the fu- 
ture safely deposited in a bank somewhere. 

Then I thought of my condition on this order: “What 
a vast difference! Here I am in the middle years of life 
with a wife and two children as my responsibilities! Have 
I a mansion for them to dwell? Aha, I have not so much 
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as a barn, not even the first plank for such construc- 
tion. Have they the fine fabric with which to clothe 
their flesh—hardly so on a preacher’s salary. What an 
utter failure I have been! I have preached the gospel all 
these years, and for what? I have totally no security for 
tomorrow, and ‘who knoweth what a day may bring 
forth?’ I surely have missed the trail somewhere!” 

As I mused on those things and, consequently, was 
about ready to throw up my hands in defeat, something 
seemed to whisper to me, saying, “True, they have their 
mansions, their limousines, their ‘purple and fine linen,’ 
but THAT IS ALL THEY HAVE! They are living for the 
present only! They’re enjoying theirs now, but it shall 
soon be gone—not so much as a trace shall remain. But 
yours—why, you’re just living on the ‘earnest of your in- 
heritance’ now! Your treasures are laid up in the vaults 
of heaven, where thieves cannot plunder. You are weav- 
ing daily your garment of righteousness which ‘the Lord, 
the righteous judge’ shall lovingly drape around your 
weary shoulders when you come off the field of conflict! 
As to your mansion, it is already completed and is await- 
ing your arrival! Why, the largest and the most ornate 
mansion earth can afford would appear as a dilapidated 
old shanty when compared to the house ‘the Lord has 
prepared for them that love him!’ You’re rich, preacher, 
‘rejoice and be exceeding glad, for great is your reward 
in heaven!’ ” 

Aren’t these glorious truths? Let this old world roll on

upon these slain, that they may live.” Ezekiel prophesied 
as the Lord had commanded, “and the breath came into 
them, and they lived, and stood up upon their feet, an 
exceeding great army,” Ezekiel 37:7-10. 

Jesus went about all Galilee teaching in their churches 
and preaching the gospel of the kingdom, healing all 
manner of sickness and all manner of disease among 
the people.

Peter, on the day of Pentecost after the great outpour- 
ing of the Holy Ghost, stood up with the eleven, lifted up 
his voice and preached the gospel unto them.

Thanks to the good Church of God 
folks in Alaska who upon my recent 
visit this summer showed me such a 
wonderful time and extended so many 
favors. I had wanted to go to Alaska 
for sometime, and so on July 13 Broth- 
er Roy Shepard, of Cottonwood, Tex- 
as, and I left for the “Land of the 
Midnight Sun” to see Brother J. H. 
Davis, overseer of the Churches of 
God in Alaska. We packed our travel 
belongings in a 1941 Ford pickup 
truck and left for the 5,000 miles trip 
to the top of the world. Traveling 
through Denver, Colorado; a corner 
of the Yellowstone National Park; and 
Helena, Montana, we crossed over in- 
to Canada. We drove through Calgary, 
Red Deer, Edmonton, Dawson Creek, 
Whitehorse, and on into Alaska in 
about eleven days, driving long hours 
and having only one flat tire. The 
trip over the Alaskan-Canadian High- 
way was wearing and dusty, but at 
the end of the way, we reached Broth- 
er and Sister Davis’, which made the 
trip worth all the efforts and expense 
of getting there. Enjoying the fellow- 
ship of Brother Bill White, of Florida, 
who is the youth director of Alaska, I 
worked for Brother Davis in a sawmill 
lumberyard for aimost sixty days. I 
also made the acquaintance of Broth- 
er and Sister Roman V. O’Mary, pas- 
tor of the Palmer Church of God; 
Brother and Sister George White, pas- 
tor of the Anchorage Church; Brother 
and Sister Hubbard, of Chickaloon 
Mission, a few miles east of Palmer;

Brother Davis operates a sawmill to 
try to defray the enormous expenses 
and to help support Church of God 
workers in the territory.

Brother Davis, his good wife, 
and daughter, Ramona, together with 
their faithful workers, are laboring 
under great financial need and ad- 
verse weather conditions.

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FAMOUS CHEMIST REJECTS 
GENESIS STORY 

CHICAGO (EP) In the opening 
chapters of the book of Genesis, one 
widely accepted theory is presented. It 
is that on the third day of creation 
God brought forth life—first plants, 
then fishes, then land animals, and 
finally man. 

Harold C. Urey, University of Chica- 
go atomic scientist, disagreed with 
this view recently in a speech before 
200 Chicago business leaders at the 
Standard Club. “Life evolved through 
gradual chemical evolution,” the Nobel 
Prize winner suggested. He thus threw 
out the window a third concept, held 
by some scientists—that life ex- 
isted somewhere and eventually came 
to the earth. 

As for the Biblical version, Urey 
said: “I just don’t believe this is cor- 
rect.” And, he added, “there is no 
scientific evidence to support the idea 
that life has always existed.” Urey 
cited, with charts, the work of one of 
his former students, Stanley L. Miller. 
The latter, Urey said, demonstrated 
that physical conditions on the an- 
cient earth—billions of years ago— 
might have permitted the natural for- 
mation of the complex chemicals mak- 
ing up living things. Once life began— 
life in tiny reproducing cells, that is— 
the chain of evolution was rather sim- 
ple, Urey said. He noted that cells in 
plants, animals, and man react al- 
most similarly to various chemicals. 
Man, he said, is but one simple step 
in the chain. 


TESTAMENTS PRESENTED TO 
EISENHOWERS 
WASHINGTON, D. C. (EP) Presi- 
dent and Mrs. Eisenhower each re- 
ceived pocket editions of the New Tes- 
tament. They were presented to the 
President at the White House by Glen 
W. Wagner, foreign secretary, and Al- 
fred A. Kunz, executive director of the 
Pocket Testament League. Kunz said 
they told the President the league 
plans to start free distribution of 5,- 
000,000 New Testaments in Africa. 
He said 15,000,000 already have been 
distributed in nine other countries. 


NEW TYPE SERVICE LASTS 
NINE HOURS 

EDINBURGH, Scotland (EP) Seven- 
ty members of the Church of Scot- 
land’s Fountainbridge congregation 
spent more than nine hours in the 
church here in an experiment that its 
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minister, the Reverend Alexander 
Greig, hopes will be the first of a 
series of similar observances. The 
group included housewives, typists, 
workmen, students, and businessmen. 
They were welcomed at the church 
door at 11:00 a.m. by Mr. Greig and 
Dr. John Mackenzie, former modera- 
tor of the Church of Scotland, and re- 
mained in the building until 8:30 p.m. 
During this time, they attended Bible 
class, Sunday School, and morning 
service, had lunch in the church hall, 
listened to two talks in the chapel by 
Dr. Mackenzie on “The Power of 
Prayer,” meditated for an hour and a 
half, had high tea, and went to eve- 
ning worship service. 

“I thoroughly enjoyed the experi- 
ence,” a 22-year-old office worker 
commented. “It gave me an oppor- 
tunity to sort out the week’s worries 
and thoughts.” “This may be the be- 
ginning of something wonderful,” Mr. 
Greig said. 


The American Bible Society is now 
printing the New Testament in the 
Navajo language, which is exception- 
ally difficult. There are almost 75,000 
Navajo Indians in Arizona and New 
Mexico. 


That an atom bomb explosion can 
have long-range effects is seen from 
the fact that of the 30,000 children 
born in Hiroshima since the city was 
bombed one in seven were abnormal. 
By far the majority of the abnormal 
babies were deformed in one way or 
another. 


The ancient Biblical town of Beer- 
sheba is witnessing the erection of a 
new seven-story flour mill. The huge 
concrete structure occupies a fifteen- 
acre plot and will have a forty-ton 
capacity. It will grind a good portion 
of the flour used in Israel. 


Records kept by scientists indicate 
that the world has warmed up about 
two degrees in the last 100 years. Most 
of the increase is, however, since 1890. 
Through the melting of glaciers, more 
land has become usable in both Alas- 
ka and Finland. If enough artic ice 
melts, the sea level might rise, sci- 
entists state. 


A million dollar expansion program 
has been announced by the Watch- 


tower Bible and Tract Society, Jeho- 
vah’s Witnesses headquarters in New 
York. The Society says its publica- 
tions, printed in forty languages, have 
a circulation of over three million.
